Mr. J jhn W. Landrum seems to 
h«dn dead hard earnest about the 
Cairo and Cumberland Gap Railroad. 
ftSwas in Frankfort last week and 
thy following is taken from Satur- 
day's Courier-Journal: 

Railroad for Western Ky. 

John W. Landrum, of Mayfield, 
has spent two day in Frankfort, get- 
ting signatures to a petition to L. 
W. Goode to push the Cairo and 
Tennessee river railroad to comple- 
tion. He has secured the names of 
practically all of the State officials, 
headed by Gov. Beckham, assuring 
Mr. Goode of the State's interest in 
the project. Mr. Goode is a Virgin- 
ian antl a nephew of ex-Gov. Lowry, 
of Mississippi. He has become in- 
terested in a project that has hung 
ftpe for fifteen years, but which Mr. 
Lftndriiin now says bids fair to be 
realized. The road, as projected, 
runs from Cairo, 111., to Norfolk, 
Va., passing through Allen, Ballard, 
Calloway, Carlisle, Christian, Clin- 
ton, Graves, Logan, Marshall, Mon- 
roe, Simpson, Todd, Trigg. Wayne 
and Whitley counties, and follows 
a survey secured by B. A. Neale, of 
Mayfield, some fifteen years ago, 
when Kentucky and Tennessee^ 
granted charters to the company. 1 
Mr. Landrum said the road was 
Neale's life dream. If the project 
goes through most of the credit for 
it will be due to Mr. Neale's persist- 
ence and abiding faith. 

It is believed that within the next 
year the road will be built through 
Mayfield to Hopkinsville, at least. 
The proposed line, it is said, is 167 
miles shorter to Newport News than 
any other of three proposed lines.

Indianapolis, Ind.,Feb. 26.— Presi- 
dent Everett, of the American So- 
ciety of Equity, orders a strike of 
its 200,000 members Saturday. He 
sent copies of the call to members of 
the society and 300,000 other farm- 
ers. The society has established a 
big printing plant here and will con- 
duct a campaign of education among 
the farmers. That buyers at the 
big Western market centers are 
coming alarmed at the prospect of 
the united action among farmers 
along the lines proposed by Everett 
was evident when some of their rep- 
resentatives came here to find out 
what he is doing. The success of 
the strike will depend on how many- 
farmers agree to withhold their pro- 
ducts until they get word from the 
society when to sell. 

"Dollar Wheat," is to be the real 
slogan of the movement, which was 
originated over two years ago by 
Everett when he started to organize 
the American Society of Equity, h 
was formerly in the seed busine 
here and became a student of mar 
et conditions as they affect the fair 
ers. From the time he inaugurated 
the movement he sought to instill in 
the minds of the farmers that they 
could control the market by refus- 
ing to market their wheat and other 
products until they could get their 
own prices. 

Provision For Cities. 

The Society of Equity is in reality 
a union of farmers, formed for the 
purpose of governing the prices of 
their products just as the miners 
and other laborers have organized 
to fix the prices of their work. But 
little attention was paid to the socie- 
ty here and it was not known until 
Friday that it now has over 200,000 
members representing practically 
every locality in the country and 
that the membership is growing by 
leaps and bounds. 

Although tiie call for the strike, 
which is to take effect March 1, was 
not prepared until Friday, farmers 
throughout the country have been 
aware that it was coming, and it is 
understood they have made prepara- 
tions accordingly. Everett has had 
scores of skillful organizers in the 
Western states for some time, and 
reports from them indicate that 
farmers there are eager to join the 
society. Everett's plan now is to 
keep the farmers of Minnesota from 
sending their spring wheat to the 
market centers and to induce the 
Kansas farmers to keep out with 
their winter wheat. 

If he can accomplish that he is sure 
that by next fall the farmers though- 
out the entire country will be able 
to get a dollar a bushel for the wheat 
they can raise. 

Society in Kentucky. 

There are many member of the 
Society in this part of Kentucky-
